Laski’s statement meant that 
two of the Big Three, Prime Min- 
ister Attlee and Premier Stalin, 
were now openly against Franco. 

“We don’t like undemocratic re- 
gimes,” a Labor spokesman said, 
supplementing Laski’s announce- 
ment. “Franco Spain is not Spain 
to us. We should like to see a 
regime chosen by the Spanish peo- 
ple in a free election. 


IN DARK ON POLICY 

“Just what type of policy we 
shall adopt toward Spain it is 
too early to say. That will await 
the formation of our government 
and the selection of a foreign sec- 
retary. I cannot take it that there 
will be immediate action.” 

Laski, Socialist intellectual who 
jokingly calls himself the leader 
of the Socialist Gestapo as the re- 
sult of former Prime Minister 
Churchill’s campaign attacks on 
bim. is chairman of the Labor 
Party executive committee. Att- 
lee is leader of the Labor Party 
in parliament. 

Laski is a professor at London 
University and is a world-known 
authority on political science.

KEY COUNTRY POLITICALLY

The British war leader had won 
Greece as a British sphere of in- 
fluence in the days of German 
retreat from that part of Europe. 
He held on to Britain’s position 
there, partly because it looked like 
a means of putting a southern ter- 
minal on Soviet expansion. 

North of the Greek border the 
Russians put their own govern- 
ments in power in Bulgaria and 
Yugoslavia. They did not, howev- 


er, take any active interest in Al- 


bania, although a Leftist or Com- |

Today, as tar as great power 
interest goes, Albania is a sort 
of vacuum, though that could 
change overnight. American offi- 
cials believe that the Greek gov- 
ernment, feeling confident of Brit- 
ish support, considers itself strong 
enough to raise a fuss about the 
territory it has for many years 
claimed in Albania, but is much 
more cautious about what it wants 
in Yugoslavia and Bulgaria since 
those governments are strong. 


The issues are regarded as strict- 
ly localized Balkan questions. Yet 
they revolve around boundary 
lines that also mark the delinea- 
tion between Russian and British 
spheres in eastern Europe. In- 
volved is the fact that Greece has 
a strong anti-government party. 
The present government is said 
to be worried lest the opposition 
party receive support from its 
parallel organizations in Yugo- 
slavia and Bulgaria. 


In this situation Attlee’s policy 
is expected to determine not only 
where the present Greek govern- 
ment presses its claims but may 
even determine whether it stays 
in power long. 


Bevin Gets Eden Post 


As Foreign

LONDON, July 27.—(UP)—Prime Minister Attlee tonight formed 
the first Labor government in British history to wield the tremendous 


power that goes with a majority in the house of commons. 


Ernest Bevin, forceful labor union 
secretary. 

Attlee and Bevin planned to fly,‘ 
tomorrow, to Potsdam, Germany, 
to rejoin the “Big Three” confer- 
ence. 

In addition to the prime min- 
istry, Attlee himself assumed the 
post of minister of defense, as 
had his predecessor, Winston 
Churchill. 

Hugh Dalton, lawyer and eco- 
nomic expert, was named chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, corre- 
sponding to secretary of the treas- 
ury, and Sir Stafford Cripps, once 
banned from the party because of 
his extreme left wing views, was 
named president of the board of 
trade, corresponding to secretary 
of commerce. 

Herbert Morrison, another Labor 
a famous political 
tactician, was named lord presi- 
dent of the council, and leader of 
the house of commons. Anthony 
Eden was leader of the house un- 
der Churchill. 

Other appointments included: 
Lord privy seal, Artur Greenwood, 
who was for a time minister with- 
out portfolio in the Churchill cabi- 
net. 

Lord chancellor, Sir William 
Allen Jowitt, who was minister 
of social security in the coalition 
cabinet. 

After a long day of urgent con- 
ferences with Labor party leaders, 
Attlee submitted his list of min- 
isters to the King tonight and re- 
ceived the royal approval. The 
King had waited at Buckingham 
Palace throughout the day and 
evening.

To 
carry the program into the other 
116 counties, Hamilton said it 
would cost $114,711,000. He would 
build 10,966 nonfarm, or small 
town, houses, and 27,271 farm 


Southeast Georgia Authority, with 
headquarters at Soperton, and 
Central Georgia Authority, with 
headquarters at Covington. The 
state had $3,500,000 on hand, un- 
spent when the war halted con- 
struction. 

The average cost of the homes 
will be $3,000, the state director 
said. : 

A farmer who is unable to build 
a home for, hithself may have the 
rural housing authority ‘inance it 
over a period of 45 years, Hamil- 
ton pointed out. If the farmer's 
net cash income from crops is $300 
annually, his house payments 
would be $60 a year, without any 
down payment.

NLRB Considers 
Foremen’s Right 
To Form Local 


A unionization dispute between 
the Bell Bomber plant and em- 
ployes who are attempting to or- 
ganize a local of the Foreman’s 
Association of America was heard 
by the National Labor Relations 
Board here yesterday.

Members of the Foreman’s As- 
sociation maintained at the hear- 
ing yesterday that they have the 
right to form a collective bargain- 
ing unit to represent the plant’s 
foremen and subforemen in con- 
tract and wage issues. 

No action will be taken in the 
dispute until the NLRB in Wash- 
ington reviews the case and

()—The right of Negroes to vote 
as Democrats in Florida primary 
elections was upheld today by the 
state supreme court.

Veterans Kin 
Entitled to 
Housing Help 


Plans are now under way for 
providing further assistance to re- 
turning war veterans in finding 
satisfactory living accommoda- 
tions, it has been announced by 
Robert K. Creighton, regional 
representative, National Housing 
Agency. 

Under the provisions of recent 
congressional legislation distressed 
families of veterans and men still 
in the service are eligible for va- 
cant federally-owned war housing, 
except in certain projects reserv- 
ed for civilian war workers in 
specified war activities, Creighton 
Said. 

Also under recent National 
Housing Agency regulations such 
families are eligible for all va- 
cant, privately financed war hous- 
ing on the same basis as essential 
in-migrant war workers, he added. 

“Distressed families are desig- 
nated as those unable to rent ac- 
commodations they can afford oth- 
er than war housing,” Creighton 
said.

STATE'S GAS TAX 
TAKE UP $250,000 


With the OPA releasing more 
gasoline to civilians, Georgia’s 
revenue from. gasoline fuel 
taxes jumped more than $250,- 
000 this month over July, 1944. 
_ State Revenue Commissioner 
J. Eugene Cook announced 
yesterday that gas taxes this 
July totaled $1,916,598, as com- 
pared with $1,646,611 in July, 
1944. 

It represented a $29,324 in- 
crease over the month of June, 
1945, which totaled $1,887,273. 

The OPA increased _ the 
value of the “A” card from 
four gallons to six gallons

In Ditches 


Chaplain Wallace Z. Wiggins, 
veteran of the Italian campaign 
and wearer of the Purple Heart, 
will tell Atlantans what their Gls 
are doing and thinking overseas 
at a statewide mass meeting at 3 
p. m. Sunday at Municipal Audi- 
torium, in observance of the 170th 
anniversary of the Chaplain Corps. 

Chaplain Wiggins, who served 
with the 85th Division, was wound- 
ed at Mintourno, Italy, when a 
German Shell exploded near his 
foxhole. Shell fragments hit him 
in the legs, and the concussion 
knocked him out. 


TO ANSWER QUESTIONS 

Representing the chaplains in 
the Mediterranean theater, Chap- 
lain Wiggins will be one of a 
group of battlefront chaplains who 
will be at the meeting to answer 
questions of families with men 
and women in the service. 

Chaplain Wiggins served with 
the 85th Division during the drive 
on Rome and north of the Italian 
capital, holding church services, 
talking with individual soldiers 
and working with hundreds of 
wounded men who came through 
the battalion aid station. 

“As I look back, I picture in 
my mind many of the services we 
‘held under adverse conditions,” 
‘Chaplain Wiggins recalled. “The 
soldiers had the church carried 
to them on all possible occasions. 
NERVE-TRYING SERVICES 

“T held services in ditches, be- 
hind stone walls, in basements of 
buildings and in barns,” he said. 
“In the open I was forced to dis- 
perse the men as much as possible 
for fear of an artillery barrage. 

“I remember very vividly a 
communion service I held on the 


side of a steep hill, which offered 
us some protection from the shells 
that were coming over our heads,” 
he related. “If the artillery clear- 
ed the top of the hill, we knew it 
would clear us.”

Attracting Nationwide Attention 


Georgia’s Gov. Arnall continues to at- 
tract nation-wide comment and commen- 
dation, favorable publicity which is in re- 
freshing contrast to the notoriety which 
atfended the demagogues who have occu- 
pied this state’s gubernatorial chair in pre- 
vious days. 


Two national magazines, Collier’s and 
Pageant, have articles on him and the 
progress Georgia has made in their current 
issues. Another great weekly plans a 
comprehensive review of the state’s gov- 
ernmental reform in an early issue. 


The beauty about such national pub-_ 


licity is that it not only receives the at- 
tention of readers of the publications in 
which it-appears, but also precipitates fa- 
vorable comment by daily newspapers 
throughout the country. 


Typical of the praise which has been 
heaped on Arnall as a result of these mag- 
azine articles is a lengthy editorial in south 
Florida’s leading newspaper, the Miami 
Herald. 


“Ellis Arnall, dynamic, clear-thinking 
and forthright young governor of Georgia, 
‘diagnoses the ailment of the south in one 
word: Poverty,” says the Herald. “He 
blames poverty for inertia and ignorance. 
These in turn have produced racial and 
religious intolerance as a springboard for 
the kind of demagogue whose notion of 
filling public office was ‘to build himself 
a fish pond with state funds, to substitute 


hatreds, prejudices and ignorance.’ Gov. 
Arnall’s exposition in the current issue of 
Collier’s magazine does not stop at diag- 
nosing the south’s trouble. He also tells 
what can and is being done about it, using 
Georgia as his case history. 


“Arnall points to the regime of his 
predecessor, Gov. Eugene Talmadge, as an 
example of demagoguery in public office. 
He tells how Georgia voters repudiated 
Talmadge .in 1942; how the legislature 
quickly divested the governorship of the 
powers which had’ made Talmadge a dic- 
tator. Arnall then lists a number of pro- 
gressive steps taken by Georgia’s recon- 
stituted government. 


“Arnall describes the new freight rate 
parity ordered by the Interstate .Com- 
merce Commission as a major step toward 
striking the shackles from the south’s in- 
dustrial development and raising the 
Standard of living. 


“Gov. Arnall might have gone into an- 
other aspect of the problem—the effects of 
poverty and ignorance as causes of hook- 
worm, malaria, malnutrition and other dis- 
eases which are to blame for lack of physi- 
cal stamina among large numbers of the 
people of the south. 


“As it is, Arnall’s analysis is valuable 
in showing why the demagogue, the rab- 
ble rouser, is disappearing from public of- 
fice in the south. Arnall’s article shows 
by implication how such charlatans and

| An Ancient Law 


RALPH McGILL 


Hardly the Picture 
Of a Pop-Eyed Radical 


What sort of man is the new prime minister 
of England? We may judge from his history and 
his record. Here it is, as presented in the Brit- 
mn members of the government: 


“Clement Richard Attlee was born in 1883. His eary life was 
spent as one of a large family in well-to-do English middle-class 
surroundings. 

“He went to a well-known public school, Haileybury College, 
and afterwards to Oxford University, where he took his degree, 
with honors in modern history. He was called to the bar (Inner 
Temple) in 1905, and practiced up to 1909. In the meantime, he 
had gone to work in Haileybury House, a settlement in the East End 
of London, where he had his first contact with working-class life 
and saw what poverty meant. He lived in the East End, in Lime- 
house, until 1922, except for the period of the war. In 1913 he 
became tutor and lecturer in social science at the London School! of 
Economics; University of London, and held this position until he 
resigned in 1923. 

“Between 1905 and 1914 he became Increasingly interested in 
the labor movement. - His mind was influenced by reading William 
Morris and John Ruskin, and by his work in the East End. He 
joined the Labor party in 1907, made his first speech at an open air 
meeting in Limehouse, and became active in political work. 

“When the war of 1914-18 broke out, he joined the South Lan- 
cashire Regiment and served with it in Gallipoli and Mesopotamia. 
He was severely wounded in the attempt to relieve Kut, and in- 
valided to England. After a period of service with the tank corps, 
he returned to the infantry and served in France. He finished his 
service in 1919 with the rank of major. 

“In 1919 he became mayor of Stepney, and two years afterwards 
Labor M. P. for Limehouse, and parliamentary private secretary 
to the leader of the opposition, Mr. Ramsay MacDonald. He was 
re-elected to parliament at the general election of 1923, and became 
undersecretary of state for war in the first Labor government. The 
Labor government was defeated in 1924, and for the next five years 
he was in the opposition. In this period he had many varied 
activities, including two years in India and Burma as a member of 
the Indian Statutory Commission. 

“In the second Labor government, in 1929, Mr. Attlee was made 
chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, being particularly concerned 
with the work of the Imperial Conference, agricultural legislation, 
and the Economic Advisory Council. In 1932 he became postmaster 
general. 

“Although the Labor party was heavily defeated in the general 
election of 1932, he retained his seat and became deputy leader of 
the parliamentary Labor party. After the general election of Octo- 
ber, 1935, he was elected leader of the party, a position that he 
still holds. He was the first leader of the opposition ever to re- 
ceive a salary, this position being officially recognized and a salary 
assigned to it in 1937. 

“Since May, 1940, when the national government was formed, 
Mr. Attlee has held a number of posts in the Churchill war cabinet. 
He was first appointed lord privy seal and deputy leader of the 
house of commons. In February, 1942, he gave up both posts to 
succeed Viscount Cranborne as secretary of staté for dominion af- 
fairs. At the same time he was appointed deputy prime minister. 
In September, 1943, he left the dominion office to become lord 
president of the council.” 

This hardly seems the picture of a pop-eyed radical.

Argument in Favor 
Of Set Price Floors 


My Rural Lady Friends writes another letter. 
(She is one of my favorite correspondents. There 
is always meat in her thoughts.) 

Part of this latest letter deals with farm economics. Her text 
is “justice to all and special privilege to none.” To which all of 
us, automatically, give at least lip service. 

But she gets down to bedrock: 

“There will bave to be,” she writes, “some form of just price- 
fixing for the farmer, and we mustn't allow a bunch of Wall Street 
gamblers and racketeers to control the prices of our products as 
they have in the past. 

“No other class of business has to ask the customer what he 
will give him for his product. I buy a piece of cotton goods and 
they tell me the price. I go to sell a bale of cotton and I ask what 
price wil you give me. I don’t know the remedy but there must 
be one somewhere.” 


Well, I don’t know the remedy, either. There 
is, though, that ancient law of supply and 
demand, the very foundation of economics. Possibly the man sell- 
ing that piece of cotton goods doesn’t care whether he sells to any 
individual or not because he knows their buying competition for 
what he has to sell. If one should refuse to pay his price all he 
has to do is sell it, a few minutes later, to another. 

Perhaps if farmers could co-operate and produce only what is 
in demand, they could create a condition where there would be 
competition among buyers of their products. There is competitive 
buying at tobacco auctions, isn’t there? 

My Rural Lady Friend has an original theory connected with 
all the protests we have been hearing from homing veterans of the 
European war anent railroad accommodations. 

“Our boys are coming back ten million strong,” she comments, 
“and they are already showing they are not going to be picked on 
and pushed around by anyone. Example: the demand for the best 
train accommodation. It will be other things later. They wont 
lay down and give up after this war, and their fathers of the other 
war will be right at their back. I hope they will have the good 
sense to go about setting things in order sensibly and not try some 
foolish ism of government. Let’s have a clean, fine, democratic 
America with justice to all and special privilege to none. That 
sounds good but it takes more than words to make it work. Capital 
and labor are going to have to find an even keel to operate on. 
Also big business and little business must set their house in order. 


“There must be laws that will allow no one to monopolize 
another. I don’t like government in business but do think it should 
have a wise oversight in every phase of our national life. Some- 
thing like a father and mother have over their home and children, 
guiding and directing but not dominating.” 

Well, that sounds sensible, even if it can be labeled “paternal- 
ism.” I tell you, this RLF drags up some ideas, doesn’t she?

Soft-Peace Advocates 
Render a Disservice 


WASHINGTON. — Now that Germany has 

i. been defeated and the once terrifying threat of 

ss an Axis victory has been dominated, the advo 
cates of a soft peace for Japan are gradually growing bolder. 


The best evidence of this is found in the current campaign for 
a “restatement” of our peace terms for Japan. 


Under the guise of “stopping the slaughter of American .boys 
and Japanese civilians,” the soft-peace advocates are urging that we 
try to induce Japan to quit the war by promising (1) that she can 
keep her Emperor, and (2) “that we do not regard military occupa- 
tion of Japan proper or necessary.” 

Sen. Wherry, Republican, of Nebraska, the latest recruit to the 
current campaign, has just revealed that a communication to this 
end, prepared by an unnamed “high military authority,” has been 
sent to President Truman at Potsdam. 

It is interesting to point out in 


Same Pattern as Last War fe eenesting te ae uroposal 


for the non-military occupation of the Japanese home islands fol- 
lows the same pattern the Allies so ill advisedly used in Germany 
after the last World War. The whole procedure for disarming the 
treacherous Japs would be left to a “control commission,” just as 
was the disarmament of Germany the last time. 

There is no reasén to suppose that a disarmament commission 
of this kind would be any more successful with respect to Japan 
than it was in Germany, unless backed up by military occupation 
of the country. 

If we allow the Japs to escape military occupation and to keep 
their Emperor, then, it seems, we invite a repetition of the same 
thing that happened in Germany after the defeat ef the Kaiser's 
forces in the last war. 

The Jap militarist leaders would be able to cite the nonoccupa- 
tion of the homeland as evidence that the Japanese army had never 
been defeated. Most of the blame for the country’s setback in the 
war would be laid at the feet of the imperial navy, which, the 
militarists would claim, had failed to give the army proper support. 

That is the same tact employed by Hitler in his rise to power 
in the Reich. He sold the people on the idea that the German 
army had never been defeated but had been forced to capitulate 
by the failure of the home front to give the proper support. 

Now, the Germans are obviously a far more enlightened people 
than the half-civilized Japs. If it was possible to sell them a 
phony bill of goods of the kind, what can we expect of the Japanese? 

The proposal] for leaving Hirohito 


Hirohito Undisturbed? undisturbed seems equally ridicu- 


lous. The Japanese Emperor, while a mere puppet of the military 
rulers, is a symbol of the nation’s military aggression. He is more 
than the key figure of Japanese ideology. In him are tied up all 
of the false concepts of racial superiority and national destiny. The 
halo of divinity he wears gives these concepts a greater force among 
his ignorant people. 

So long as the Emperor remains unmolested at the head of the 
nation, the ignorant, superstitious people will continue to associate 
with him some divine guidance that will make it more difficult to 
shake off the old militarist ideology. Given another chance, Japan, 
at some future date, can be relied upon to repeat all of its recent 
acts of aggression—next time prosecuted with even greater vigor 
out of a spirit of vengeance born of defeat. 

Looking backward at the treacherous events of Pearl Harbor, 
the foul manner in which they have treated our prisoners of war 
and the way they have killed our captured pilots, not to mention 
the arrogance of their attitude in moments of victory. It is incon- 
ceivable that we should be in the least soft-hearted over their fate. 

From the standpoint of justice and the future peace of the 
world, we should, as President Roosevelt said, teach the Japs a 
lesson they will not forget for a thousand years. 

Dumb people that they are, we would fall short of giving them 
this lesson if we allow their country to go unoccupied and leave the 
Emperor undisturbed. The soft-peace advocates sound like .pacifists,

In the past, without exception, courts have issued temporary 
restraining orders against the department.

Now Superior Court Judge R. Eve, of 
the Tifton judicial circuit, has ruled in 
the Game and Fish Commission’s favor. 
Judge Eve granted commission represent-

He did not pre- 


vent the cutting, but he instructed own- 
ers to post $1,250 bond with the clerk 
of the court of Ocilla. This was done so 
that In the event of a ruling that the 
fishermen must have licenses, the money should be paid to 


the commission. 
eensed fisherman. 


That is, the regular $1.25 for each unli- 


Judge Eve restrained the commission from interfering with the 
pond cutting but gave permission for rangers to keep a list of all 


those fishing. 


it developed that only 30 had licenses. 


Judge Eve 


handed down a ruling that fishing at a pond cutting was illegal 
without a license and instructed the clerk of the Ocilla court to pay 
the State Game and Fish Commission $737. 
This is the first time the commission has been able to,get a 
superior court opinion in time to get any action. 
But the commission still hasn’t received the money. 
It is expected that the case probably will be appealed to 


the supreme court. 


The game commission is applauding Judge Eve for his 


action. 


Fair-minded fishermen feel that anyone allowed to 


use seine, basket, spear and other fish-getting devices at a 

pond cutting should be willing to buy a fishing license. 

If a supreme court ruling is sought as the result of Judge Eve’s 
favorable action, the result will be awaited with keen interest.

There have been times, in the past, that 
the Game and Fish Commission could have

fisherman have a license.
